WITH 9th FIELD AMBULANCE 

Went Overseas in February, 1916 
—Has Seen Much Servie* 
in France. 



A letter has just been received from 
Pte. Cliff H. Holland,- who Is now car- 
rying on in France with the 9th Can. 
Field Ambulance. Holland enlisted in 
1816, and almost' immediately went 
overseas. Before enlisting he was In 
his first year Arts, taking the double 
course in Arts (B.Sc), and Medicine. 
Pte. Holland is an old Montreal High 
boy . He is a son of Mr. C. C. Hol- 
land, of Westmount. Pte. Holland 
writes as follows: 

Somewhere In France. 

Dear , I had almost -thought 

ifcat some accident had happened to 
you, not having heard from you for 
so long, but here a few days ago 1 
got a letter from you to find that 
you were wondering what was the 
matter with me. Perhaps my last 
letter to you went to the bottom of 
the pond, or perhaps that's what hap- 
pened to your letter to me. 

Tou were asking about the bunch. 
At last we are beginning to break up. 
Hurt (Med. "20), left us a couple of 
months ago, and went down to Mc- 
GIll Base Hospital ,at (Boulogne. 
Steve Dawson left about five months 
ago to take out a commlsslonSln the 
R. N. A. S. He expects to get three 
months' furlough to Canada before be- 
ginning his work on active service. 
Wally Henry, who wa3 also in Arts 
'18, was about as fortunate as any. In 
the last scrap the Canadians were in 
ha stopped a piece of shell in. the 
thigh — an ideal Blighty. He is now 
In Portsmouth, Eng., and I guess he 
won't be back till next spring.* 

We had a pretty hot time up In 
that part of the globe. If anyone tells 
you that Fritz is short of ammuni- 
tion and guns, don't you believe him. 
I guess Ed. Clarke and that bunch 
(McGIll Batt.) must have had a 
hot time, too. Fritz was particularly 
peeved at the batteries. I gues 3 they 
must, have been worrying him. One 
thing, anyway, it is a great satisfac- 
tion to know that Fritz Is getting 
more than he Is giving. One time our 
position up the line was close to some 
naval guns. The concussion in there 
was so bad that we all had to plug 
our ears up with cotton batting. Sev- 
eral times the candle was blown out. 
While here Lewis Bigger (Arts '19), 
came in a couple of times. Our home 
was more comfortable than his. We 
could sit up In ours, but his was 
too low for this. I guess you'll re- 
member Bigger. He was a llcut. In 
one of the battalions. The last I 
heard of him, though, was that he Is 
reported missing). Do you remem- 
ber Buchanan, too? Bill saw him up 
the line. He is a lleut. In another 
kilty battalion. Up on that part of 
the lino we had as hmvy a time as 
we havo ever had since coming to 
Franco 20 months ago. There were 
two trips in the first 10 days and the 
second five. Bill (Antcliffe) waa very 
fortunate in getting leave between 
trips, and so missed the second trip 
altogether. The carry was the long- 
est wo have ever had— 6,000 yards,— 
and the mud was a fright. ' One squad 
we came upon were up to their waists 
In mud with a stretcher case on their 
shoulders, and were stuck fast, not 
being able to move on or get back, 
so we pulled them out and went 
along. Once you would get Into these 
pill-boxes you would feel about 'as 
safe as walking along the street In 
Montreal: The shèlls land and spatter 
on them as raindrops would on a 
pane of glass. No wonder Fritz 
thought that his line was impene- 
trable. It is wonderful that we have 
been able to advance over thhj coun- 
try which Is fortified by every pos- 
sible mcaru, -under these most dis- 
advantageous conditions. 
Never before have 1 seen such a

Deepcut Camp, 
Farnboro, Hants., 
Nov. 29, 1917. 

The following letter has been re- 
ceived from Gr. A. Money Cross, Arts 
'19, who is with the 13th Canadian 
Siege Battery. The letter was writ- 
ten before the departure of the bat- 
tery for France, and gives a descrip- 
tion of their last movements in Eng- 
land. Gunner Cross is the author of 
the Interesting and amusing article 
on "P. T." which appeared In yesttir* 
day's Dally. 

At last I have been granted my «ilx 
days' leave, and believe me, I enjoy- 
ed every hour of It. One day 1 spent 
li. Edinburgh, the rest of the time In 
London. 

I must say that I think Edinburgh 
the finest city I have ever seen; and 
the Scotch people second to none, 
save the Canadians. One receives a 
very favorable impression of the peo- 
ple on visiting Edinburgh. Evoryonb 
seems to be so healthy and cheerful, 
— and this In a time like the present. 
The Scotch impress me as having a 
zest for life which Is lacking in the 
great mass of Englishmen. Take It 
from me, If I ever return from France 
sick or wounded, I'm going to make 
straight for tionnie Scotland. 

As for London,— perhaps I ought to 
be ashamed to say It — but I enjoyed 
the revues more than anything else. 
The theatre seems to be one Indis- 
pensable institution in ' England at 
the present time. The men, of cource, 
are all in khaki, and it is a fine sight 
to see how proud the women and 
children are of them. Everyone en- 
Joys the entertainment so whole- 
heartedly that It Is a delightful ex- 
perience just to s't In your scat and 
look around. 

You may be sure that I did every- 
thing that the tourist does; visited the 
Abbey, the Tower, the Art Galleiy, 
the Houses of Parliament. But I am 
afraid that meals and sleep occupied 
my attention to no small extent. Tnat 
the city is not In Its normal state, is 
soon remarked. Air raid defences add 
on unusual touch to some of the old 
places of Interest, sand-bags, perhaps, 
reinforcing some very ancient wall. 
The temperament of the people In 
the streets, too, In the fourth year of 
the war, Is certainly ^not what It 
would be In peace times. Everyone 
has his jaw set, and counts on win- 
ning the war at whatever cost to 
himself. All of which "dope" you 
have heard time and time again. 

The Battery Is due to leave here 
within a couple of weeks; that Is, It' 
nothing unusual turns up. 

After completing our "firing" at 
Lydd, we shall go Into a mobiliza- 
tion camp for a while, before goln* 
to France. During our stay there 
we are hoping that there will be a 
little more leave coming to us. 

Athletics have been claiming a con- 
siderable amount of our attention for 
the last while. A soccer league, In- 
door baseball league, and tug of war 
competition have proved quite popu- 
lar. 

Last Friday evening the Battery 
held a dance down In Woking. Tne 
boys supplied the money, and out-- 
elders provided us with the Hall anil 
ths girls. Quito a good Idea. Isn't 
It? We had a real jolly time. 

Under separate cover I have sent 
you a couple of little sketches which 
you can uso if you so desire. Some 
of the other stuff I copied out of my 
note-book, where I had been scrib- 
b:ing from time to time. I sent It all 
along for you to do what you want- 
ed with It.

Men who have gone out from college and applied for positions 
in the business world, say that they have met with most direct ques- 
tioning as to their record of scholarship while in school. "What! 
were his grades?" and "What was his attitude toward his school 
work!" are questions that business men are sure to ask about col- 
lege applicants. 

It may not always be that the actual knowledge gained in class 
work is considered so important, but it is important that an in- 
dividual have the spirit of doing well whatever he does. 

The man, who, in school, does his work with a will, who ' ' goes 
in to win," will be likely to have the same spirit in business. 

This is a point often lost sight of by students when they spend 
most of their time in extra class activities, and in cultivating popu- 
larity. These things are legitimate and are worthy a share of à 
student's attention, but not an undue share. 

The great ambition of a man or woman in college is to learn, 
and to fit himself or herself for the work to be done on leaving col- 
lege. 

It is not wise to be a grind h* a<hool any more than it is for a 
man in business to be a slave to that business, never to engage in 
recreations or activities of public interest; but the man in business 
who gives only an incidental or half hearted attention to his work — 
who makes his vocation his avocation — is never a success. He is the 
Rip Van Winkle type — minding everything else better than his own 
affaira. To belong to his class is objectionable in school or else- 
where. 

Another inclination in school is to humor one 's fancies in select- 
. ing only such courses as suit one 's need or temperament. 

But if one expects to do some definite thing when he leaves 
school it is needful that he devote special attention to that line of 
work which will be of use to him in his profession. 

This fault lies perhaps more at the door of prospective school 
teachers than others. Especially do college girls like to "browse" 
among the pleasurable courses to the neglect of more practical 
training. — Indiana Daily Student. 



THE CAPTURE OF JERUSALEM. 

(Concluded.) 

It was in 1244 that the last vestiges 
of Christianity disappeared in the 
Kharezmlan massacres. And then in 
1517 came the Sultan Seltm I, and 
Jerusalem became a Turkish city. 
That was just four hundred years 
ago, and the desert which Selim then 
crossed with his army, on his way ,lo 
the conquest of Egypt, is the desert 
which the troops of his successor 
were destined to cross, when they 
moved out of Jerusalem in the at- 
tempt to tear Egypt, this time not 
from the grasp of the Mamelukes, 
but the British. In 1617 Sellm and 
his Turks were successful, but In 
1917 the troops of the Sultan came 
tumbling back in defeat, with the 
British marching . remorselessly ax 
their^ heels, r It was at Gaza, in 1517,

that Selim gained his initial victory, 
over the Mamelukes, which opened 
Egypt to him. It was at Gaza, in 
1917, that General Allenby inflicted 
on the Turks the decisive defeat that 
placed Jerusalem within his grasp. 
The Turks had boasted that the Gaza 
lines were impregnable. There were 
miles of dug-outs, with chambers far 
underground, Just as on the Somme 
and the ridge at. Posschendaele. But 
General Allenby's men seized these 
new gates of Gaza, just as Samson 
walked away with the gates of the 
old Gaza on his shoulders. And so, 
for the first time for six hundred and 
seventy-three years, the Crescent has 
been hauled down from the walls of 
Jerusalem, and the blended crosses of 
St. George, St. Andrew, and St. Pat- 
rick, which men call the Union Jack, 
hoisted in its place. , 
What then does it all mean? The 



REFINING OF CANADIAN • 
. NICKEL. 

It was pointed out at tho first an- 
nual meeting of tho Commission of 
Conservation in 1910 that, although 
Canada, was possessed of the richest 
portion of the world's supply of nick- 
el,' we were, deriving only a com- 
paratively «mail amount of benefit 
from it. Tho most expensive portion 
of the work of recovering nickel from 
the raw ore was done In other coun- 
tries. This anomaly is now in course 
of being remedied. As the result of 
constant agitation and discussion we 
arc likely to see by far the greater 
part of the work done in Canada, 

The British American Nickel Cor- 
poration has under construction near 
Sudbury a new, electrically-operated 
smelting refinery which will have a 
capacity of 2,500 tons of ore dally, 
and a nickel production of 20,000,000 
pounds per annum. The smelter win 
produce a matto carrying 80 per cent, 
copper and nickel, which will receive 
final treatment in the refinery. 

'.ho International Nickel Company 
U constructing a new refinery at Port 
Colbon.'O at a cost of $4,000,000, which 
will be In operation in .a few months. 
The initial capacity will bo 16,000,000 
pounds of nickel per annum, but It 
can bo expanded in a few years to 
produce 60,000,000 pounds. The new 
plant, according to the company, will 
be able to supply the needs of the 
whole British Empire. 



capture of Jerusalem, the Holy City 
of the Christians, as the Turks re- 
gard it, following Immediately upon 
the capture of Islam's Holy City of 
Baghdad, and the revolt of ,the 
Arabs in the Holy Places of < Mecca 
and Medina, will deal a tremendous 
and shattering blow to the prestige 
of the Turk in Asia. When, In the 
early days of tho war, En ver Bey 
succeeded In forcing Turkey Into the 
conflict, it was by the tallsmanlc 
promise of a jehad for the restora- 
tion of the Empire of Islam. Thu 
green flag was unfurled, the green 
turban assumed, and the blessing of 
the Shelk-ul -Islam pronounced. But 
Islam, in spite of all, was cold. The 
Mohammedans of India proved true 
to the British alliance, the tribesmen 
of Egypt were staiinch in support ol 
the British protectorate. Under the 
green flag, however, It was very dif- 
ferent. First Mecca and Medina, then 
Baghdad, and now Jerusalem have 
been lost to the troops of tho Kallf. 
In such circumstances men are be- 
ginning ■ to wonder, can Envor hold 
his own? Djemal and Talaat are 
known to be wavering. ' The march 
of the soldiers of the ninth crusade 
Into the ntreets which the knights of 
the first crusades fought their way 
through, means more, much more than 
the capture of a small Syrian town.

FIRST CLASS AT McGILL. 

Lecturer in Mechanical Engin— r- 
ing Writes Utter to "North 
American Student." 

The following letter appears in the 
January number of the North Am- 
erican Student, bearing the signature 
of James M. Coote, Lecturer in ths 
department of Mechanical Engineer- 
Injf'at McGill Urtverslty. Mr. Ccote 
has always demonstrated a keen 'n- 
ttrest In the McGill T.M.C.A., and 
l.t naturally concerned with the work 
of educating disabled returned sol- 
diers, as It has been carried on at 
McGill for over a year. In the letter 
which follows, Mr. Coote briefly de- 
scribes this work of re-education, and 
the necessity for further develop- 
ment In this system, which aims at 
making the returned, broken men In- 
dependent and industrious rather than 
Indigent and useless burdens .upon so- 
ciety. 

"When we read the long lists of 
men killed in action in this war, we 
uie at' first appalled by the terrible 
loss of useful lives. But those lists, 
..\wful a.-- they are, do not tell the 
whole tale. They do not tell us of 
those who are wounded, so that they 
will never again take their place in 
the firing Une, and who will new) 
be able, from the nature of their 
wounds, to resume the places whioh 
they occupied In civil life. 

The disposition of such men con- 
stitutes one of -the most serious prob- 
lems presented by the war. In for- 
mer times wounded men were paid 
a miserable pittance of a pension, and 
often became beggars. Fortunately 
for all concerned such Ideas of grati- 
tude are out of date, and in all lands 
men set apart by the government 
are studying ways and means of 
dealing with tho problem. 

In Canada all returned men who 
have not received their discharge are 
under control of the Military Hospi- 
tals' Commsslon. As soon as they 
are well enough they are given their 
choice of a number of vocations for 
which to study. Those include motor 
mechanics, tool -making, electric wir- 
ing, stationary engineering, draught- 
ing, etc. Classes meet every day 
from nine to twelve a.m., and from 
two to four-thirty p.m. 

It Is about a year since the first 
class . of men commenced training In 
the machine shop at McGill Univer- 
sity, and since that time a class of 
cbout fifteen has been in attendance. 
Many of them havo gone out to fill 
good positions. 

About October 1 of this year classe* 
were started for electricians, and a 
few weeks later for engineers. In 
these classes the men receive about 
tvo or three half-days per week or 
technical Instruction given by mem- 
bers of the University staff, and the 
rest of the time Is spent in mathe- 
matics under the guidance of an in- 
structor. 

The class for motor mechanics, 
which, by the way, Is far the most 
popular, Is held in the technical 
school, where draughting and com- 
mercial work are also taught. 

Naturally, In work of this kind 
there tic some discouraging features. 
Men who have been out of school for 
fifteen or twenty years, making lit 
tic or no use of their knowledge of 
arithmetic, have hard work to pick It 
up again. It calls for infinite pa 
tlence on the part of the teacher and 
perseverance on the part of the learn 
ei. In the great majority of cases 
the latter quality Is not lacking, and 
some of our collego students might 
well emulate the gr't and determina- 
tion to conquer that Is shown. 

There are several thousand men In 
various centres all across Canada who 
aie !n attendance at similar schools, 
fitting themselves to take up life's 
tas.<s onew. 

As an example of the kind of men 
who are receiving this education, 
there is a steeple-jack who before the 
war earned about ten dollars a day 
nt his dangerous calling. A wound- 
ed arm precludes the idea of his go- 
Inp; back to that work, so he is train- 
In;/ as a motor mechanic Another 
v. ho was a fireman, had served in 
the British navy and In the. merchant 
marine on the Mauretania and other 
boats. A bad ankle unfits him for 
such heavy work, and he is now study- 
ing to get his epglneers' papers. 

Tho work Is Just In its infancy, and 
offers large opportunities for service 
to those who are able to teaoh these 
men. And what service could be bet- 
ter than the remaking of crippled men 
Into useful members of the commun- 
ity—making them economically in- 
dependent Instead of b»lng dependent 
on charity for a living?"

There will be a parade 
of the McGill Contingent 
C. O. T. C. on the Cam- 
pus, Saturday afternoon, 
at 3.00 p.m. Further de- 
tails concerning this par- 
ade will appear in Satur- 
day's issue of, the Daily. 
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It would not be an easy task to in- 
dicate any year, in recent history, 
during which so much has been done 
as in the past twelve months to searcn 
out the foundations of education and 
to propose large plans for the re- 
construction of school systems. Tne 
reason is close at hand. As war dim- 
inishes the apparent resources of eacu 
nation at an accelerated rate, so it 
become* Increasingly the pre-occu- 
pation of those who look well ahead 
to discover the means of restorlrg 
that waste as effectually and as soon 
as may be. They fee that to strength- 
en the understanding and the re- 
sourcefulness of the whole people is 
among the noblest of all means for 
the reconstitution of society and the 
production of a new wealth. The 
first element in industrial and civic 
progress Is co-operation, and this 
gives special point to those words of i 
President Wilson, addressed tc the | 
universities, colleges, and secondary 
schools of the United States, In which 
he urges an "Increase In the time and 
the attention devoted to the lnstruo 
Hon bearing directly upon the prob- 
lems of community and national life" 

In the case of all the great allied 
nations, the teaching of civics on a 
democratic basis has been a feature 
of educational discussions and prac- 
tice during the past year. To a spe- 
cial degree this Is characteristic of 
the universities; but It !s also trie 
of elementary as well as of all other 
schools. Indeed, there has been a 
marked tendency to obliterate the di- 
viding Unes between primary, second- 
ary, and higher education, or, as Dr. 
Michael Sadler exoroRiae« It- tne new 
types of schools are working away 
from a curriculum adapted to a small 
. rd specialized class toward one which 
Is truly representative of the needs 
and conditions of a democratic com- 
munity. Far the most hopeful sign 
for the future of Germany which can 
yet be discerned Is the pressure which 
Is being brought to bear — notably 
this year In the debate on tho edu- 
cation estimates in the Prussian Low- 
er House — for the establishment of a 
type of school which shall, be free, 
undenominational, and uniform for 
the whole Empire. The effect would 
he to place tho gifted children of tho 
pooler classes on the samo footing, 
with regurd to secondary and unlver- 
a ltv education, as the children of the 
wealthy, and so to open professional 
careers to all alike. This is the do- 
ivtnnd of the Gorman TeacUero' Ah 
jcclation, now becoming ever mure 
Insistent and it Is supported by the 
Si-tlal Democrats; the body of uni- 
versity professors on the other hand, 
are Intrenching themselves more 
deeply within tho old lines. There 
is thus presented, among the allied 
nations,' the spectacle of unlversil lei 
nnd schools o? all ••:lnda oo-operatin.-. 
toward a higher democratic state or 
society, while in Germany a fatal 
disunion appears. 

As regards tho quantity of Instruc- 
tion, all peoples alike arc agreed that 
It must be increased. Proposals in 
England for compulsory part-time 
schooling up to eighteen, which have 
now been embodied with other reforms 
in the bill of a new Minister of Edu- 
cation, are more than matched by an 
official scheme In France for con- 
tinuation schools up to twenty, una 
in Germany up to twenty-one years 
of age. America, also, is stirring in 
this matter, though no such general 
proposals are possible under her in- 
dividualistic state treatment of edu- 
cation. However, the Smith -Hughes 
bill now provides federal subsidies fir 
technical education, and it is notice- 
able that ir. other ways the demand 
for central control is making itself 
heard. Conditions of apprenticeship 
have been .much discussed, not only 
in the United States and Gveat Brit- 
ain, but also in France. One of the 
recent surprises for the public Is con- 
tained In a .pamphlet of the English 
Board of Education, showing how 
completely democratic is the Admir- 
alty system of training dockyard ap- 
prentices. It Introduces elements Into 
workshop practice for whloh French 
reformers have hitherto pressed in 

ain. 

This,, then, has been a year of for- 
ward glances to a new state of so- 
ciety in which education shall have 
Its rightful place in national and 
world-wide systems. As regards 
actual school work, authorities, both 
central and local, have been- busy In 
adapting educational agencies to the 
needs of war, as well as In mltlgaf.ng 
lt& consequences. The work of the 
universities has been transformed. In 
some cases, their students have al- 
most disappeared. "Gone, gone, are 
those brave, those dear youths!" as 
Sir Herbert Warren declared, at Ox- 
ford, In the Crewelan oration. In 
America, the universities have not 
been so depleted as in Great Britain, 
and this of set purpose. Everywhere 
a great and increasing effort has been 
rnade to keep the work of the schools 
going, in spite of the large number 
of teachers who have jplned the na- 
tional military forces. In this re- 
spect France easily occupies the first 
place. Though mobilizing every able- 
bodied man for the national defense, 
she has carried on the children's edu- 
cation wherever possible, even opon- 
ing sohools In caves and providing 
teachers and pupils with gas masks. 

In all countries, teacheA still at 
their school posts have been. In 
straitened financial circumstances. 
Beckoned in purchasing pdwer, their 
salaries are now greatly diminished, 
and it is only tardily that educaUonal 
authorities begin to recognize the 
need for a substantial .Improvement 
in pay. Scotland has witnessed an 
amalgamation of the three great 
teachers' associations, while In Eng- 
land the publication of tho first offi- 
cia], register, without any distinction 
between primary, secondary, and uni- 
versity teachers. Is a long step toward 
the unity of the profession. The re- 
organization of the National Educa- 
tion Association, and Us decision .to 
maintain its headquarters at Wa.ih-

Whilst the Collage Is organised on a 
utrlotly military basis tha cadets re- 
calve a practical and scientific train- 
ing In subjects essential to a sound 
modem education. 

The course Includes a thorourh 
grounding In Mathematics, Civil Engin 
•erlng. Surveying, Physics, Chemistry 
French and English. 

The strict discipline maintained at 
tha Collega is one of the most valuable 
features of the course, and in addition 
the constant practice of gymnastic*' 
drills and outdoor exercises of all kinds' 
ensures health and excellent physical 
condition. 

Commissions In all branches of the 
Imperial Bervlca and Canadian Perman- 
ent Force are offered annually. 

The diploma of graduation is consid- 
ered by the authorities conducting the 
examination for Dominion Land Sur- 
veyor to be equivalent to a university- 
degree, and by the Régulations of the 
Law Society of Ontario, It obtains the 
samo exemptions as a B.A. degree. ' 

The length of the course Is three 
years In three terms of 9 H months 
each. 

The total cost of the course, Includ- 
ing board, uniform. Instructional ma- 
terial, and all extras Is about 1100. 

The annual competitive examination 
for admission to the College, takes 
place In May of each year, at the head- 
quarters of the several military dis- 
tricts.

Nobody knew. So it came to pass

After some inquiries, I found Fran- 
kenstein in his room in Strathcona 
Hall.

A huge, red-faced younf 
man, he looked exceedingly unattrac- 
tive; yet he had one distinguish' ng 
feature.

Before we undertake anything we 
must have some sort of plan in our 
heads.

" FOOD VALUE OF CORN. 

The ability of corn to serve a* a 
worthy substitute for wheat as- a food 
Is unquestioned, according to food 
specialists of the United States De- 
partment of Agriculture. Cornr.iea: 
contains 1,613 calories of food value 
to the pound as compared to 1,603 cal- 
ories for wheat flour. A calorie 
scientific as it may sound, is a ivun 
Measure of food value. A batch of 
corn bread contains more calor'es 
than a loaf of white bread of the same 
size. 

Corn is practically as digestible as 
wheat flour, it Is said, In spite of a 
common belief to the contrary. .Ex- 
periments have shown that in a fixed 
diet SS per cent, of the protein and 
98 per cent, of the carbo-hydrates in 
oornmeal mush are digested. Of the 
cornmeal food energy, 97 per cent. Is 
available for the body. Many palat- 
able dishes can be prepared fvom 
cornmeal. 



SUGAR ECONOMY NEFDED 

Sir George Foster, Minister cf 
Trade ard Commerce, speaking in Ot- 
tawa, said that if one lump of sugar 
instead of three, or one teaspoon n* 
sugar instead of three were used by 
Canadians, the saving would be suf- 
ficient to meet the demanda of Italy, 
C-reat Britain and France. Italy's per 
capita consumption was 12 pounds. 
France's, 18, and Great Britain's Î8. 
In North America each man. woman, 
and child consumed 90 pounds of 
sugar a year.

long tunnel as I saw up there. It 
was easily three miles long, and was 
about SO feet below- the ground. Elec- 
tric lights lit up the tunnel. The 
only trouble was the wet ground. 
They had- to keep a gang pumping 
continually to keep the place dry. 

Three weeks ago we left that part 
of the line and came down here in 
motor lorries. It was about a six- 
hour ride. We are in tho mining 
country here, about 20 miles behind 
the line. The time has been going 
very quickly here. Every morning 
we have parade, but have afternoons 
and evenings off. Football and box- 
ing are the chief sports. Some even- 
ings we spend at the movies and at 
concert parties, but most in an . estam- 
inet Just next to our barn billet. I do 
not know what we would do if we did 
not have this estaminet to resort to. 
The people here are kindness Itself 
to us. In all the time we have been 
In France we have never experienced 
anything like it before. The twelve 
of us In our billet eat our meals In 
there, read, write and play cards. 

McKenxie (a Scotchman), and Bill 
Antcltff, play Art Read (an old High 
School boy a couple of forms ahead 
of us), and me at '500. 

Out around the woods and hills 
here there are all kinds of partridges. 
Often I've seen Frenchmen out shoot- 
ing, and they have more luck than we 
used to have. I saw one man carry- 
ing three. , It reminds me very much 
of thf^ times we tised to go out 
shooting together. 

Well, here Is wishing you a suc- 
cessful year at college.

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FLOUR ECONOMY. 



The familiar "war bread" means 
bread prepared by combining a mini- 
mum amount of wheat flour with 
other materials for bread making 
Since, In the process of manufactur- 
ing patent flour, about three-fourths 
of the mineral Bait is lost, it is évi- 
dent that, by milling a larger per- 
centage of the wheat, the food valuo 
as well as the positive aniount of 
bread-making material would be 
•greatly increased. This added min- 
eral matter may become a vital fac- 
tor in making up the diet of child- 
ren. 

Tho manufacture of old-time gra- 
ham flour, or wheat meal, which is 
simply the entire grain cleaned and 
ground, has been almost entirely 
abandoned, nq doubt because of its 
perishability. '.Due to Its bran and 
mineral . salt 'Wn!tertt» ' flour of this 
type posseses laxative properties, 
which are often desirable, althougn 
the protein of the coarser flours may 
not be so completely absorbed. Much 
of the graham flour on the market at 
present Is merely white flour to which 
bran has been .added. X 

Son.e of the 'Materials which may 
be substituted tor wheat flour, are: 
cornmeal, buckwheat flour, soybean 
mexl and potato flour. Cornmeal 
may be used in the proportion of one 
part cornmeal ' toi ' two parts wheat 
flour. Buckwheat flour combines well 
with wheat flour In any proportion. 
Soybean meal and cotton-seed meal 
are both useful' In small amounts. 

Potito flour, such as has been used 
abroad, .'s not generally available in 
our . markets, but boiled mashed pt> 
tatoes may be substituted for slight 
ly less than half the flour. Boiled 
rice may r-?so be used with flour in 
about the same proportion. 

Equal measures of cooked • bean 
pulp and fftour are satisfactory un 
muffins.

UTILIZING THE WOLF-PISH. 



The wolf-fish or sea-cat is a fish 
that Canadians as yet have not util- 
ized. There are two forms of this 
fish, Anarhlchas lupus and A. latl- 
frons, the latter the more northerly 
form. The fish run from ^fifteen to 
fifty pounds in weight, are long, but 
not exactly eel-like, and are quits 
big and heavy, with perfectly white 
flesh, whiter than halibut, and flaky 
and dellclQus. Thirty years ago a 
Scotch fisherman told me that he had 
eaten It and it was the best fish that 
swam. No' one who has eaten It will 
deny that it is very superior. Great 
quantities of it are caught on our 
coast and thrown away. Once, when 
at Clark Harbour, Nova Scotia, I saw 
a number of them lying on the 
wharf, as they were considered ab- 
solutely of no value. They are ex- 
ceedingly good fish. In the British 
market— the most particular market 
In the world— the wolf-fish is now be- 
ing sold with the head removed, and 
probably is called a "very superior 
cod."— Dr. E. E. Prince, in "Fish, 
Birds and Game."

Harvard 
was represented by players who had 
never before played in a champion- 
ship tournament, but who had played 
In matches with other .colleges. Tho 
Princeton team had been coached by 
F. J. Marshall, the United States pro- 
fessional, and showed the results of 
his teaching. .
